THE IRON SCALE. 


NEW YORK, May 14.—Fire seems to 


be the Nemesis of Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage and the'members of his congre- 
gation. 
Their beautiful new taber- 


nacle at the corner 01 Clinton and 
Greene avenues, Brooklyn, was de- 
stroyed by firo Sunday noon. 
The 


flames broke out just after those who 
had attended morning service had left 
the building1. 


Not only was the church destroyed, 


but the Hotel Regent, and a number of 
buildings were also greatly damaged. 
Had the fire broken out one hour ear- 
lier, while the building was filled with 
worshipers, it is almost cei tain that a 
dreadful panic and loss of life would 
have resulted. 
This is the third time thatthe Talmage 
tabernacle has burned. It is a singu*- 
lar coincidence that every fire was on 
Sunday. Everything in the tabernacle 
Sunday was destroyed with the build- 
ing. Perhacs the loss which will grieve 
Dr. Talmage most is that of the me- 
morial stones whiehjie brought from 
the east, and which were set in the 
wall 
at 
the 
right of the organ, 


encased in relief work. They were 
four in number. The top block was 
from Ml Calvary and bore the word 
"Sacrifice." The stone below from Ml 
Sinai, bearing1 on it ''They Law." 
The 


bottom stone is from Mars' Hill, and 
bears the iEseription, "Gospel." The 
front stone was unmarked. 
"A more 


unique collection never was gathered 
from one place," Dr. Talmage says of 
them. 


The fire, it appears, originated back 


of tho organ. Dr. Talmage was in the 
church shaking hands with Mr. Leon- 
ard Moody, II. Adams, James H: Fer- 
guson and their wives, when a small 
boy rushed into tho church through 
one of the open doors and informed the 
sexton, Jas. Day, that he had seen 
smoke coming- out of the windows on 
the Waverly avenue side of the church. 


The flames spread with lightning 


rapidity and the sparks flew in all di- 
rections- 
The 
greatest excitement 


prevailed. The interior of the church 
was a seething, roaring1 mass of flames 
inside of thirty minutes after the fire 
was discovered, and by ,1 o'clock the 
roof and the handsome steeple had 
fallen in. 


There were two ladies in the Hotel 


Regent who had to be carried out 
On 


the fifth floor Mrs. Loomis of Savannah, 
Ua., was lying ill with her young baby, 
only a few days old. She was carried 
safely from the burning hotel, and, 
with her child, was removed in an am- 
bulance to the Homeopathic hospital. 
Miss Kean, the assistant housekeeper 
of the hotel, was also carried from tho 
building. She had just passed through 
a severe illness, but was convalescent 


The loss is estimated »t a little over 


$1,000,000. The loss on the Hotel Re- 
genti including the building, paintings 
and the guests' household goods will 
amount to about $000,000. The loss on 
the tabernacle is about {400,000, and 
the adjoining; buildings are reported to 
be damaged to the extent of ?50,000. It 
is said that the hotel -.vas insured for 
S500.000. 


Four firemen were overcome by heat 


during the progress of the flames, and 
had to be removed from the scene. All 
Bubsequentlyjrecovered. It is supposed 
the fire was caused by a spark from 
one of the electric light wires behind 
the organ. 


Startlngly RealUtlc. 


Fmr.ADKLPJiiA, May 14.—In the midst 


of his sermon, on the "Uncertainty of 
Life," before a large congregation in 
the Immanuel M. E. Church, Sunday 
morning, Rev. John W. Langiey was 
stricken with paralysis and fell to the 
floor of the pulpit. Excitement pre- 
vailed, as it was thought he was dead, 
but he was quite conscious although 
his entire right side was paralyzed. 
Mr. Langley has had prominent charges

years old. 


Alabama Desperado Geta His Quietus. 
BlUMlJfGHAM, Ala., May 14.— Wyatt 


Tate, who for some time has been a ter- 
ror to the citizens of Monroe county, 
has at last been smrrounded and killed. 
About two months ago an attempt was 
made to arrest him, but he killed the 
leader and escaped. Two other at- 
tempts to capture him by other posses 
ended in the same way, the leaders in 
each case being killed by Tate. Satur- 
day afternoon the desperado was locat- 
ed and surrounded. He was ordered to 
throw up his arms, but refused and 
was literally filled with lead. Rewards,, 
amounting to *1,600 had been offered 
for him dead or alive.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 14.—A mon- 


ster meeting of organized labor and 
railway trainmen was held in the Em- 
pire theater Sunday afternoon, under

Bebs, president of the American Rail- 
way union, and Geo. W. Howard, vice 
president. Both seemed flushed with 
the recent victory in the strike on the 
Northern Pacific conducted by the new 
organization.

it is said, would figure in politics, not^ 
on questions of wages, which the or-* 
ganization could only wisely deal with, 
but for shorter hours and such affairs. 
Resolutions were adopted indorsing the 
Coxey movement, and calling for a 
labor convention at Washington. 


DEATH IN CANDY. 


The Extraordinary CajelessneBB Regard- 


Ing SmaUp.-ii. discovered by Factory In. 
spectora in Chicago. 
CHICAGO, May 14.—The state factory 


inspectors here have found a candy 
fabtory where girls are employed with 
traces of smallpox visible on thoir 
faces. Their investigations show that 
the so-called quarantine in many places 
is a hollow mockery. At S04 Eig-th- 
teenth street, a tenement house, the in- 
spectors found more unvaccinatcd than 
vaccinated persons among- the ten fam- 
ilies. Four children who live there and 
work in an adjacent candy factory 
have smallpox. 
One or two of them 


have nearly recovered. While the fac- 
tory inspectors were in the house the 
milkman eame in, left milk with each 
of the ten families, and then visited 
the next house. His cans were open all 
the time. There has been no attempt 
or pretense of quarantine there, the 
factory inspectors said. They shut up 
the candy shop so none of the goods 
could be removed. In the meantime 
the children are wrapping caramels. 


Blinded by a Torpedo. 


PAHKBRSIHJHG, W. Va., May 14.— 


Olin Tavenncr, aged 10 years, while 
playing- with a railroad torpedo, caused 
it to explode, striking- him in the fore- 
head. ' At first it was thought his eyes 
could be saved, but the sight of one 
will be entirely gone and the other will 
be greatly affected, producing nearly 
tetal blindness.

HASTINGS, Neb., May 14.—Bennett's

BISAUPOBD, Pa., May 14.—Fire was 


started in the barrel house at Emery's 
oil refinery, in this city, by a spontane- 
ous combustion, Sunday afternoon. 
The refinery was destroyed; The load- 
ing rack and five oil tank cars standing 
on a sidetrack of the Buffalo, Roches- 
ter and Pittsburgh road were also 
burned. 


The fire was fierce and attracted a 


large thrnng of sight-seers. The Brad- 
ford firemen fought 
desperately to 


hold the flames in check, but their 
streams only added energy to 
the 
flames. - 


While the firemen were busy, and 


hundreds of spectators watching them, 
there was a violent explosion. A tank 
comtaining 400 gallons of benzine blew 
up. The dome of the iron tank was 
shot up into space 300 feet, and came 
down with a crash an eighth of .a mile 
away. 
The broken fragments of the 


tank took an upward course, and tho 
burning benzine was hurled' up in the 
air. 


For a moment following- the explo- 


sion everybody stood still, bewildered 
and shinned by the shock. 
When 


great .volumes of fire were seen coming- 
down the spectators frantically rushed 
from what seemed a, terrible and cer- 
tain death. 


In the mad scramble to get away a 


score or more of men and women sus- 
tained painful bruises, and had their 
garments torn to tatters. They were 
trampled upon and piled up in heaps 
in their eagerness to escape. About 
thirty-five firemen had their faces, 
necks and hands burned so that the 
skin peeled oft 
Their mustaches and 


hair were burned off in many cases. 
Many of the spectators were within 100 
feet of the tank when it blew up, 
but the firemen were within less than 
half that distance. None of the spec- 
tators were seriously injured by the 
fire.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Tho people 


in tho little Maryland suburbs of 
Washington adjoining the proposed 
new Camp of the Coxeyites, who are 
about to leave the district, have ap- 
pealed to the 
governor of 
Mary- 


land to prevent what they term an 
outrage on their properly rights. In 
the little town of Hyattsviile, celsbrat- 
cd for its adoption of the Henry George 
single tax system, subsequently over- 
thrown by the courts, the citizens rang 
the fire bells Friday night when the 
news reached there, to call an indigna- 
tion meeting to protest against having 
the Coxey camp in their neighborhood 


Two hundred strong, they marched 


in a body to the residence in liladens- 
burg of Mr. ,J. U. Rodgers, who had 
tendered the Coxeyites the new camp- 
ing- ground. They received scant sat- 
isfaction from either the elder Rodgers 
or his son, J. llarty Rodgers. 


Both of them announced themselves 


as Coxey sympathizers, without ap- 
proving his methods. . Then the citi- 
zens left in an indignant frame of 
mind, and later Col. \YrightRives, a 
retired officer of the United States 
army, who lives near by, telegraphed 
to Gov. Brown, of Maryland, as fol- 
lows: "I have written you. Coxey will 
arrive at Bludensburg to-morrow. Don't 
allow his horde to put our property and 
lives in peril." 


The governor's reply is anxiously 


looked for by tho citizens.

iron

mountainous and 
remote 


districts having-water power and ore, 
but no coal; all these things may result 
from the application of electricity, ac- 
cording- to a new process described in a 
report to the department of state by U. 
S. Council Frank Mason, at Frankfort, 
Germany. 


The process is known as the Taussig 


process and provides for smelting and 
casting metals by electric heat, under 
the influence of rarificd air. An air- 
tight furnace lined with glazed fire- 
brick, has its hearth connected with 
molds into which the fused metal flows 
by gravitation. Tho fire-brick lining 
forms an efficient iiisulatiou, and the 
electric current is sent through tho 
charge directly without the use of nn3' 
fuel or the employment of carbon elec- 
trodes. Thereby the fused metal is 
nearly pure and free from carbon, and 
the continued exhaustion of the air 
and gases produced increases the fluid- 
ity of the molten material, prevents 
oxidization and blistering, and pro- 
duces dense, smooth castings of the 
highest mechanical qualities.

an eloquent testimony to the officers 
and men of therevenue marine service. 
The business o* the exposition in ttie 
matter of the foreign exhibits, the col- 
lector points out, appears to have been 
so conducted that loss to the revenue, 
if there has "been any, has been so small' 
as to be immaterial. It is believed that 
the flncs and penalties collected and 
paid i«:to the treasury from those de- 
tected in s-ttempts to defraud the reve- 
nue have amounted to more than any 
loss the government may possibly have 
sustained from attempts that were STJC-. 
cessful. 


Exhibits were received at the expo- 


sition from sixty different foreign na- 
tions, states and colonies. They con- 
sisted of 102,009 packages, valued in the 
statement of the exhibitors at $14,797,- 
093, and required about 8,000 cars to 
transport them. Of these goods about 
25 per cent, have remained in this conn- 
try. The result of the appraisement* 
of those entries for consumption or re- 
warehouse, including value of goods in 
which no invoices were received, was 
to show an average increase of about 
50 per cent, on foreign estimates of 
value made by the exhibitor. The good* 
entered, for consumption paid the aver- 
age duty of 27.94 percent. Assuming' 
this to have been a fair average of the 
dnty on all exhibits, the collector esti- 
mated the American value of foreign 
exhibits at $28,000,000- The packages

Sympathy Versus Business. 


"Jfy intention, when I entered the 


field as a bread winner some ten years, 
ago," says a writer in Lippincott's 
Magazine, "was distinctly to be a lit- 
erary light, possibly even a star of 
magnitude.

There is apparent 
dishonesty in declaring that protection 
is a, national benefit, and at the same 
time denouncing tho protective changes 
that have been made by the democrats 
of the senate finance committee. 


Converted. protectionists are gladly 


welcomed into the free trade fold, but 
if unconverted they are requested to 
keep off our grass. It is emphatically 
our right and duty to denounce protec- 
tion wherever we find it, and this wo 
can do honestly. I will proceed to ex- 
ercise my right. 
The election in 1802 brought to me 


the encouraging belief that the voters 
had received instruction, partly by the 
demonstration of theories and partly 
by observation. and experience. Free 
trade had been declared by a plurality 
vote of 1,175,192, The resolution, ."we 
declare it to be the fundamental prin- 
ciple of the democratic party that the 
federal govern ment has no constitu- 
tional power to impose and collect 
tariff duties except for the purpose of 
revenue only," had received a plurality 
indorsement of 832,050, and prohibi- 
tionists numbering 270,101 had declared 
that "revenue '• should be raised by 
taxes on what we possess instead o£ 
what we consume;" also 1,122,045 pop- 
ulists had condemned "the fallacy of 
protecting American labor under the 
present system," thus making a total 
plurality of 1,775,102 in favor of free 
trade as against protection. House, 
senate and president, all. . were sup- 
posed to bo in harmony on. one subject, 
with the wish of those who made this 
enormous plurality. The state of New 
York has declared in favor of free 
trade by a plurality of 100,000, Mary- 
laud by 25,000 and Ohio by 40,000. 


But a plurality of 3,000,000 cannot 


guarantee the fidelity of any man, and 
when it commands its servants to re- 
peal an existing law we may see a few 
of them adopt the fraud that we con- 
demned 
We may sec some, who had 


been commanded by a total plurality 
of 1,800,000, and by a local plurality ot 
100,000, change our orders ftnd make 
them read: "We believe it, to be a 
fundamental principle that the federal 
government 
has 
no constitutional, 


power to impose tariff duties except 
for the purpose of revenue only, and 
for the protection of collars a"nd cuffs," 
while others strike out "collars and 
cuffs" and insert "iron and coal." 


We may see a tariff placed on refined 


sugar for no purpose whatever except 
for protection. If this should become 
a law, it will cost the people of the 
United States more than the total 
yearly wages of 15,000 workmen, and 
not one cent of the amount will be 
revenue. 
(Perhaps this 
statement 


should be qualified a little. While the 
entire amount may be a revenue to tho 
refiners, not one cent will be paid into 
the United States treasury). The tariff 
on iron and coal will cost the people 
an amount so large that I dare not esti- 
mate it, while the amount of revenue 
obtained will be so small I dare not 
estimate it. 
(Similar qualification.) 


These charges arc. clearly protective, 


and, 
therefore, are :is clearly a betray- 


al of the trust that was placed in our 
servants by the plurality vote of 1,- 
800,000. If they become law the cause 
of free trade is temporarily weakened 
n two ways; first, by causing some to 
;urn in disgust from protection .ob- 
tained by deception, and, second, by 
preventing others,who are freetraders, 
from leaving the genuine party of pro- 
tection to which they are attached,and 
joining a fraudulent party of protec- 
tion, which they cannot respect. 


To-day, notwithstanding 
tVfc evi- 


dence shown by recent state elections, 
there is, in my belief, a large plurality 
of the voters of 1S92 in favor or free 
trade as against protection, but, al- 
though the populaP vote of 3S06 may 
show this belief to be well founded, 
our method of election may again place 
protectionists in 
command. Should 


such an event occur, I venture the pre- 
diction, not as a prophet, but as a way 
of closing my letter, that a political 
party will be established allowing en- 
tire freedom to act as they please on 
questions of coinage, pensions, civil 
service and foreign relations, and hav- 
ing but one object in view, viz.: Free 
trade. And, should protection win in 
1S«>. I hope to live and celebrate, in 
1000, the victory won under the ban- 
ner: "Free trpdc and no compromise 
with 
friends."—George Brickett, in

During the year 1893 the deaths in 
France exceeded the births by over 
t%venty thousand. Hitherto the popula- 
tionhad been aboutstationary,butthis 
national deficit is serious. The French, 
from the highest to the lowest, do not 
care for large families, alleging-, justly 
enoxigh, that children are .expensive 
articles. Did not a cook the other day 
lay her woes over the death of her first 
born open to her sympathizing mis- 
tessV "That baby cost me first and 
last not less than three hundred dol- 
lars," quoth the bereaved 
mother, 


"and after all that expense it only 
lived three weeks!" The birth-rate is 
about as usual in France, at the ratio 
of twenty-two births for every thou- 
sand inhabitants,;but the increase in 
mortality is frightful, and is attrib- 
uted by the medical authorities en- 
tirely to grippe, which they state has 
made more victims than the great 
cholera epidemics ever killed in one 
year. 
It is also solemnly set forth 


that the children who were born at 
the time of the war of 1870 are adding 
to the mortality by expiring now; but 
as thesegreat medical lights state that 
the children born during the siege 
generally died in their infancy, owing 
to their privations, it is difficult to see 
why the mortality among the. "war 
babies," as they were called, should 
have ceased for twenty whole j'ears to 
spring up again suddenly. However, 
there is the unpleasant fact that the 
population of France, if something Is 
not done, will speedily resemble, in 
this large and pleasant land, the rela- 
tive proportions preserved by a single 
huckleberry sailing gravely in a very 
large' bowl of milk.

and silversmith in New York has only 
her good looks to thank for the fact 
that she was allowed to resign without 
being prosecuted for theft," remarked 
a resident of Brooklyn, 'according to 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
